T Hough we find feveral Draughts of different Beehives, 
to the intention of preventing fwarming,in Mr, Hart- 
libs Commonwealth of Beet > yet fince none of thofe waves 
proved fo efFeclual,as may juftly exclude fecond thoughts and 
further experience , the Publifher thought it not amils to pre- 
fent the curious with the following Form, and iisdefcription, 
wherein he thinks the Reader will meet with feveral im- 
provements of thofe attempts that were made before.

The Bee-houfe is made of wainfeoat, about 16 Inches in 

height and 23 in breadth between oppofite fides. It hath 8 

fides, each almoft 9 Inches in breadth. It is clofc covered at 

Top 
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Top withbords having a fquare hole in the midle, 5 Inches 
long, and about 4 Inches broad 5 with a Shutter that Aides to 
and firo in a groove about half an Inch longer than the hole.I 1 
hath 2 windows, oppofite to one another, and may have more 
of any figure with panes of Glafs and Shutters. The Door 
for the Bees is divided into 3 or 4 holes , about half an Inch 
wide, and as high 5 with a (hutter that Aides in a Groove to co- 
ver them in winter* It hath 2 Iron-handles with joynts to be 
placed about the midle, if there be no windows on the fides 
where they are ; or above them, if there be.At Top it hath a 
Create all round it about half an Inch in depth on the out fide, 
and \\ Inch high 3 and an other on the Infide at the bottom, 
which ferves to fix them when fet upon one another. It hath 
alfo a hole about 2 Inches in height and as much in breadth on 
one fide at bottom, by which the knife is put in to cut the 
Bee's work, that pafles through the Hole from one Bee-houfe 
into another as they work downwards into the empty houfe; 
which hath a Aiding Shutter to cover it. Within the Bee- 
houfe there is a fquare frame made of 4 Poftes joyned at top, 
at bottom and in the midle with 4 flicks, for the Bees to fallen 
their work upon : which though they will ferve, yet it may 
be fecurer to have twamore added in every of their places 
croffing the frame either from the midle of the oppofite fide- 
fticks, or from Angles where the pofts are placed. 

This manner of Bee-houfe is ufeful for preventing the S war- 
ming of Bee9: For, when the Bee- houfe wants room for the 
young Bees, 'tis known that they fwarm and fly away to find a 
houfe for themfelves : which is prevented by placing an emp- 
ty one made thus under the full one, having the door at Top 
open, that they may work downwards into it. And when 
both are full, the Bees will all be in the Loweft houfe 3 and 
then, to get the honey and wax without defrroying or trou- 
bling the Bees, with a thin long knife, broad at the end and 
fharp on both fides,theBees work is to be cut as low as can be, 
and the uppermoft Bee-houfe to be lifted off by the handles, 
and being re verfed, the fere ws are to betaken out, and then 
the Frame with all the Bees-work upon it will eafily flip out , 
and fo the empty Bee-houfe may be forthwith fet under the 
other, if need be , and the uppermoft haviDg the Square-

hole above covered with the Shutter,fcme other cover may be 
fet over it to keep the Bees from the iujurics of the weather. 
And if this feparatioo be made in the Spring or Summer, the 
Bees will like their new houfe the better that it hath been 
ufed before.

Hereupon there were 
found two very fit Patients in the Hofpital of St.Thomas.The 
firft was a Woman labouring under an inveterate Scurvy and 
the Kings Evil, whofe Leg was to be cut off, becaufe of a ma- 
lignant ulcer, not fufFering her to fleep day or night. The 
other was a Seaman, whofeLegwasalfo to be cut off, becaufe 
of a wound accompanied with afra&ure made by a canon- 
bullet in the laft Sea-fight. 

The firft Experiment then was made July 3. the King having 
fent fome of his Phyfitians and Chirurgions to the (aid Hofpi- 
tal to be prefent at the operation,and faithfully ro report to 
his M* jetty whatfhould pafs there. The Leg therefore of the 
poor Womm being cut off, immediately the Arteries were 
dreff d with fome linnen pledgets dipt in the Aftringent li- 
quor with a comprefs upon it, and a bandage keeping all cloie 
againft the arteries,The fuccefs was,that the blood was (launch 
without any other dreffing; and inftead of complaining , as 
thofe are wont to do who have a limb cut off>and th- 1 mouths of 
whofe arteries are burnt with an hot Iron or a cuifticjue to 
ftop theblood,this Patient look'd very cheerful, and was free 
from pain, and (lept two hours after, and alfo ths m'ght fol- 
lowing 
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
